GREAT THRONG THERE 

Approximately 30.000 persons era 
reported to have participated to Ui« 
demonstration, including. It was said, 
members of Nasi police end political 
organizations.

It already 
haa gained sufficient headway to at¬ 
tract the attention of banka and other 
Institutions that are underwriting 
mortgage loans, realizing the possi¬ 
bilities inherent In ths FJIJL^i 
gage insurance programme. 

With the surplus of city homes de¬ 
creasing from month to month, while 
th* desire for better living conditions 
is growing with the general expansion 
of business, new residential building 
during the first six months of Hie 
current year ranged from 40 to 900 
per cent In excess of that for th* com¬ 
parative period of 1084.

Most of the foreet res er v es thus are 
set up in areas where the mature 
Umber Is being cut and young growth 
Is now under way. Some of th* areas 
cover mature Umber already In pri¬ 
vate hands, which is being cut out- 
eld* th# government’s eon tool.

Disseminated copper de¬ 
posit* appear to be very low grade 
and have not been developed to any 
great extent. No definite ore bodies 
have been found. Copper deposits 
of the vain type are of higher grade 
and are bounded by definite walls. 
None of those known is lirge enough 
to yield s large tonnage, but several 
eppear to have possibilities of becom¬ 
ing small producer*. Development 
work on sine blende deposits bes been 
too meagre to state the trend or width 
of moat deposits. Xt Is reasonable 
to expect, however, that moderately 
large bodies exist. Deposits of the

PLUMS.—Plum trees have made 
satisfactory growth and for the most 
part have teen free from pests and 
diseases with the exocptlon of blossom 
blight and brown rot.

Claude de Bavay are among the best 
of forty vsrlstlM tested. Other good 
plums are Washington. Pond's Seed¬ 
ling. Sugar Prune and Yellow Egg.

Thug the reason why one va¬ 
riety of Rome fruit or vegetable 
is better than another appean 
to be solved and a new method 
of measuring the value of plants 
may be in the offing. . 

Recently two research scientists st 
the University of Saskatchewan dis¬ 
covered that ths reason why Reliance 
gave a better yield than Marquis, j 
Reward and Prelude waa .because it I 
had longer and more root*. 

Though Dr. J. B Harrington and | 
T. Pmvlychenko say their experiment* j 
on plot* at the college must yield 
more data before definite conclu¬ 
sions can be drawn, their results 
point to plant breeders and agricul¬ 
turists turning their attention more 
to below ths surface of ths earth. 

Different wheats, planted under 
Identical conditions, were examined 
twenty-two days after tbs plants bad 
emerged from the ground. Ths root# 
of Prelude wheat had'penetrated fif¬ 
teen inches. Reward twenty-two 
Inches. Marquis twenty-six inches and 
Rellanoe thirty-one inches. The yield 
<tf theee four wheat in Saskatchewan 
le in the same ratio. 

Last year the total root system of 
theee wheat# st twenty-two days waa 
measured. Hie roots of Prelude to¬ 
talled In length 8.700 Inches; Re¬ 
ward. 7400 inches; Marquis. 8,100. 
and Reliance. 8400 inches per plant 
The yield of the four varletlee waa 
ln about the same proportion 
The advantage of the plant breeder 
who could definitely associate the 
growth of root system with the later 
yield la plain. If he had 100 plants 
from which to choose In his plant 
breeding operations, he could plant 
a row of each and by comparing 
the roots or a few plants of each 
row. pick out the likeliest breeding 
material.
